THE APGHAN REFUSAL TO RECEIVE THE BRIT- 
ISH MISSION. 
Dispatch to Lendon Times. 
DARJEBLING, Oct. 13.— Further particulars of 
an interesting character have been recently pub- 
lished of the now historical iuterview between 
Maj. Cuvagnari and the Ameer’s Commandant 
at Ali Musjid. Onthe memorable 2ist of Sep- 
tember, 1878, the mission started at 1 o’clock a. 
m. from Peshawur for Jumrood,—a picturesque 
fort lying just within British territory, and held 
for us by the chief of a village in the neighbor- 
ing plain. Our camp was pitched to the east of 
the fort. The total number accompanying the 
mission amounted to not quite 1,000, 
of whom eleven were British officers, 
four native geutlemen, and 23 fighting 
men. jhe rest were camp-followers. The 
carriage consisted of 615 camels, 250 mules, and 
40 horses. The whole formed a cortege consid- 
erably over a mile in length. Conflicting re- 
ports had reached Peshawur as to the intentions 
of the Ameer. It was known that the Mir 
Aknor, or Master of the Horse of the Ameer, 
was present at Ali Musjid, and, as he was known 
to be possessed with a fanatical hatred of the 
English, it was deemed unwise to send the 
whole convoy into the pass ugtil accurate infor- 
mation should bave been obtained as to the in- 
tentions of the Commandant. Maj. Cavagnari 
was, therefore, directed to ride forward, taking 
with him a small escort of the guides and 
the head man of our own frontier villages 
and of the friendly Khyberees. Directly 
they were perceived, the fort-walls were man- 
and shortly afterwards a number of troops 
lined the opposite ridge. After considerable 
delay a messenger arrived, and announced that 
the Commandant would come out to meet Maj. 
Cavagnari and three othere ata spot indicated 
by the side of the stream, half-way between the 
two ridges. ° 
Shortly afterwards he was seen approaching, 
and Maj. Cavaguari, taking with him the Com- 
mandant of the Guides and two of his escort, 
and accompanied by the head man of the tribes, 
went forward to meet Faiz Mahomed, the rest 
of the escort remaining on the —— On his 
way, the Chief of one of the Khyber 
tribes * the Ameer attempted to stop 
him, on — that he was accom- 
panied by more than the stipulated number. 
faj. Cavagnari, however, put him aside, saying 
that he had come to talk not with him, but with 
the Ameer’s officers. meeting Faiz Mahom- 
ed, Maj. Cavagnari shook hands with him, and 
the two parties sat down, surrounded by a co 
of hundred of Faiz Mabomed’s soldiers“ 
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thanked Faiz Mahomed for bis courtesy, and ex- 
pressed a one that they might n meet in 
more agreeable circumstances. He again shook 
hands witli him and departed. It was then per- 
ceived that the Ameer had no possible intention 
of receiving the mission, and it was accordingly 


dissolved.

The agents of the Euro- 
pean nations can thus dis of hardened con- 
victs, but those of the United States have no 
such power. The treaty between America and 
Japan implies the right of the Japanese to de- 
mand deportation in specified cases, but makes 
no provision for Consular action. Much confu- 
sion is consequent upon the case of Thomas 
Glass, a notorious offender, whose expulsion 
was urged by the United States Consul-General 
and required by the Japanese local authort- 
ties im Yokohama. Strict legal authority 
was apparently exceeded on both sides in deal 
ing with Glass, although good intention was 
evident. The necessity of an explicit order from 
Wasbington is generally recognized te meet 
future similar cases. 

A painfal impression is produced by the re- 
port that the soldiers concerved in the recent 
mutiny at Tokio are tortured to compel a con- 
fession of the crime and an exposure of their 
accomplices. The details are not yet publicly 
known, but it is greatly feared that the Govern- 
meut has rescinded the decree against torture.

Add to all these fear- 
fui visitations; the furtner fact that the neigh- 
boring countries have almost completely cut off 
Morocco from communication with the outside 
world, and no gloomier picture can be imagined.

THE COOLIE TRADE 
IN THE WEST INDIES. 

Havana, Oct. 31.—The report of a selling of 
coolies brought by Dr. Secchi from Trinidad is 
confirmed, with the addition that Secchi bad en- 
gaged to bring from Trinidad and Demerera 
10,000 coviies a year, they being contracted for 
five ycars at one shilling a day, and that of the 
forty coolies whom Secchi had already brought, 
he had sold three at Santiago de Cuba for $200 
each. The fraud iu the contracts, which were 
made out in English and Spanish, consisted in 
the English not being a trangjation of the Span- 
ish, as the latber gave Secchf full power of trans- 
fer, while the former did not mention this 
condition. Some of the contracts were for 
one year, and signed dy the coolies who 
could read; the remainder were for five years, 


signed with their marks by those who could not 
read or did not understard the contracts. The 
British Consul therefore seized the contracts, 
and, after considerable trouble, and resistance 
on the part of Secchi, who brought a civil action 
against the coolies for of contract and 
criminal action against the Consul —— the 
latter succeeded in shipping the coolies back to 
Trinidad. Some misunderstanding was reported 
to have arisen between the British Consul and 
the Government bere, and it was reported the 
latter had threateneſi to withdraw the Consul’s 
exequatur.. i 

The audacity of the whole scheme will be ap- 
preciated when the fact is known that these 
coolies were, without exception, British subjects.

* It is not often that in the course of a political 


campaign a candidate for a prominent lucrative 


office throws away all his chance with one fell 


blow, shows his hand, as it were, and delivers 
himself a conquered man, almost helpless, into 
the hands of bis adversary. Yet such is the 
case in the present coutest for the Sheriff's 
office. 

Mr. Kern, the Democratic candidate for this 
Office, which has become lucrative by the crim- 
inal carelessness of the County Administration, 
which wields the most powerful political infiu- 
ence of any office within the bounds of 
Cook County, not even excepting the 
Custom-House or the Post-Uffice with 
their hosts of employes,—Mr. Kern, the 
present incumbent of that office, entered the 
canvass under seemingly the most favorable 
conditions.

THE CONGRESSIONAL CONTESTS IN COOK 
COUNTY. 

The Campaign Committees and managing 
men have been giving so much attention to 
the struggle for the Sheriff's office and the 
local features of the campaign that the im- 
portance of this year’s Congressional elec- 
tions seems to be ov@rshadowed, The fact 
is, however, that the election of Congress- 
men this year has more significance than 
usual. The boast of the Democrats that 
they will control both Houses of the next 
Congress is in the nature of a threat. It 
implies a good many dangerous possibilities, 
among which may be enumerated the follow- 
ing: A radical disturbance of the currency 
of the country, the disastrous results of 
which will depend upon the extent of the 
interference; a renewal of the effort to re- 
open the question of the last Presidential 
election, which will be in the nature of a 
revolution; the introduction and favorable 
consideration of a variety of Rebel claims; 
and, perhaps worst of all, a refusal to make 
any more definite provision than now exists 
for the count of the Electoral vote, on the 
ground that the Congress will be Demo- 
cratic, and will prefer to be unhampared in 
counting in their own candidate in 1880. 
These circumstances alone, not to enumer- 
ate others only less dangerous by compari- 
son, should teach all Republicans here and 
elsewhere the imperative duty of working 
and voting for the Republican Congressional 
candidates, and should induce a good many 
conservative Democrats to vote for the Re- 
publican candidates in at least the three Chi- 
cago districts. 

There seems to be a special disposition to 
neglect Mr. ALpricu’s campaign in the First 
District, and this arises from two circum- 
stances, viz.: (1) Because the district has 
been Republican, which induces Republicans 
to think that special exertion is not neces- 
sary, and (2) because Mr, Atpricu’s oppo- 
nent, DooiiTrT.e, is the kind of man who the 
responsible portion of the community is 
naturally inclined to believe will be defeated 
because he ought to be defeated. But there 
is no condition so favorable to an opposition 
as an apathy engendered by too much confi- 
dence of success on the part of those 
who have been in the majority. It must 
not be forgotten that Doolrrrix has been on" 
a still hunt for five months, He was 
the first Congressional candidate in the field, 
and he has been busy night and day in going 
from house to house, and from one saloon to 
another, throughout the entire district. In 
these daily and nightly tours, Dooxtrrruz hes 
professed to be all things to all men. He 
has been a Communist among the €ommnu- 
nista, a National among the Nationals, a Cop- 
perhead among the Copperfeads, a War 
Democrat among War Democrats, and has 
even urged the Republican antecedents of his 
father among Republicans who would lend 
him their ears. As a matter of fact, the 
speech he made at the time he accepted the 
nomination and the circulars which he has 
since been distributing in all languages ex- 
pose him as a demagogue, ready to pander 
to every transient delusion and prejudice in 
order to gain votes.. If elected to Congress 
there is reason to believe that his voice will 


always be in favor of the worst measures that 
can be devised by the Democrats and the 
Communistic mob to which they have pros- 
tituted their party organization.. His policy 


will be made up from Brick Pomzroy’s 
tracts and Dennis Kearwery's speeches, He 
will disgrace and misrepresent the business 
and political interests of Chicago if he shall 
ever attain a seat in the National Legislature.

NEW YORK AND MASSACHUSETTS. 

While the people of · most of the cougtry 
will be more or less occupied with the ex- 
citements of local elections next week, 
there is a national interest felt throughout 
the land in the elections in New York and 
Massachusetts. 

The history of Tammany is well known. 
For many years its power has been absolute 
in New York City, and has more or less con- 
trolled the polities of the State. When 
T weep was chief of the Tammany organiza- 
tion he ruled supreme, He surrounded 
himself with associates who were his own 
tools and servants. Backed by its power, he 
robbed ‘and plundered at his pleasure. 
When Twerep fell, there was a change of 
men in Tammany, but the organization re- 
mained the same. With 60,000 major- 
ity in a total vote of 140,000, it/ 
became absolute in its power, It 
nominated candidates; it decided who 
should not be candidates; it not only 
decreed who should be elected, but also des- 
ignated substantially how the votes should 
be apportioned in the returns. It was able 
to carry the State whenever it wanted to do 
so, by declaring a sufficient majority for that 
purpose in the city. It not only controlled 
elections, but it also controlled the Legisla- 
ture, and so overwhelming was its power 
and its means of corruption that it rarely 
lost a measure of legislation, even when the 
majority of the Legislature was supposed to 
be anti-Tammany. Since Twrrp's misfor- 
tune, Joun Kr has been the Tammany 
„Boss in New York. To better rule and 
govern the city and its politics, he had him- 
self made Comptroller of New York City, 
which office makes him the chief executive 
officer of the city, and places in his hands all 
appointments and the whole expenditure of 
the vast Metropolis. It is needless to say that 
Tammany is as arrogant, as absolute, and as 
unscrupulous as if the Comptroller was a 
sovereign Prince. It asks no advice or con- 
sent; obeys no law but its own; puts public 
opinion at defiance; and plunders right and 
left as if the property of the municipality 
was all its own, At the time of Twrxp’s 
overthrow there was a popular commotion 
to rescue the city from the control of Tam- 
many, but when the people almost unani- 
mously elected a.new Government it was 
soon found that they had in fact given Tam- 
many anew lease of power under a new set 
of men. 

During all these years there has been 
spasmodic revolts against Tammany, Occa- 
cionally these revolts have been temporarily 
successful. in special instances, such as the 
election of O’Braren and Morrissey, but, as 
a rule, the power of Tammany has been un- 
broken, This year there is a powerful com- 
bination against Tammany. It consists of 
Republicans, anti-Tammany Democrats, and 
various organizations of citizens of all par- 
ties. The struggle is for the Mayor and City 
Council. Both candidates for Mayor are 
well-known Democrats, both respectable 
men, and both of immense wealth. There 
are members of the Legislature to be elected, 
and it is expected that Tammany is offering 
to trade votes for Republican Representa. 
tives for votes for the Tammany Mayor and 
City Council. So strong is the Demo- 
cratic revolt against Tammany, and 
so influential are the leaders in it, 
that a defeat of that organization is confi- 
dently expected. The latest estimate on the 
combination side is thus given: Whole vote, 
148,000 ; Tammany vote, 60,000; Republic- 
an, 53,000; anti-Tammapy Democrats, 31,- 
000; total opposition, 84,000; majority over 
Tammany, 24,000. All this depends, of 
course, on the degree of good faith kept by 
the combined parties to the opposition. 
Tammany has unlimited financial means; it 
has substantial gifts at its disposal; it is 
managed by unscrupulous, ambitious men, 
fighting to maintain their supremacy. This 
contest has a national interest. It concerns 
the purity of elections in New York City, 
and, of necessity, in the State. It is a ques- 
tion of the deliverence of that city from the 
control of an organization which has become 
superior to public opinion, which defies pop- 
ular elections, and which exercises despotic 
powers under laws of its own making, 

Another contest of hardly less national in- 
terest is that to bedecided in Massachusetts. 
In that State the ordinary Republican major- 
ity is about as great as is the ordinary Tam- 
many majority in New York City. There 
no accusations against the 
honesty and fidelity of the State Government 
of Massachusetts. But Ben Burier has had 
an ambition for many years to be Governor 
of Massachusetts, and the Republican party 
of that State has always preferred some other 
candidate. This time he revolts. He has 
withdrawn from the Republican party, and 
gone over to the Democrats. That party, on 
the question of receiving him, was broken 
up. The State Convention was captured by 
Borns mob, and the anti-Butlerites ex- 
cluded. Then Burier was nominated by the 
mob as the Democratic candidate. The 
other wi of the party nominated 
Judge Then Borten was 
nominated by the Greenbackers and 
Fiat-Money men, and by the National-Labor

Such a contest as this has never before dis- 
turbed the politics of any State in the Union, 
and the contest is all the more remarkable 
because it is taking place in such a State as 
Massachusetts, one of the least revolutionary 
of all the States inthe Union. The progress 
of the campaign has been closely watched by 
all parties in all parts of the Union, and the 
result will-be anxiously waited for. The 
election of Buran will give him a prom- 
inence and lead to expectations on his part 
far greater than he has heretofore experi. 
enéed. His defeat will probably terminate 
his political career, and relieve the politics 
of the country from his rather sinister and 
selfish influence, 


CHURCH AND STATE IN FRANCE. 

Now that the French Exposition, with all 
its show and pomp, is a thing of the past, 
and it is no longer necessary to keep political 
matters below the surface, so that everything 
may appear lovely to the thousands of 
strangers within the gates of Paris, party is- 
sues reappear. It was an act of peculiar 
French courtesy that all parties, pending the 
Exposition, kept their quarrels out of sight, 
and joined the rest of the world in thorough 
enjoyment of the fetes and entertainments 
which the Government had provided, but, 
now that the Exposition is over, it is alto- 
gether probable that they will be resumed all 
the more fiercely because of the long rest, 
and that the French, always impulsive and 
hotheaded, will keep themselves in water that 
is hotter than ever. 

The first issue that has come to the surface 
is the old, old conflict between Church and 
State. The same war against the hierarchy 
which Bismarck and Falk have fought so 
long and stoutly in Germany, Gameerta is 
now fighting in France, and, although it is 
as yet only in its incipiency, it will bé 
watched with more interest than the German 
struggle, because France is the favored 
daughter of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
the very right arm upon which it leans for 
defense. Protestantism has not the hold in 
France that it has in Germany. Its ranks are 
small, its membership feeble and impotent. 
The struggle, therefore, is not so much be- 
tween Protestantism and the Church as be- 
tween Republicanism and the Church, and 
it is a conflict which will largely be fought 
within the pale of the Church. It has not 
yet reached the dimensions of a general war 
upop essential principles, but is rather a 
struggle over details, that may, however, 
precipitate a widespread struggle that will 
bring the Vatican and the Government as 
clogely face to face as Bismarck and Pros 
IX. came, and involve issues as important 
and far-reaching. 

The three principal questions which have 
thus far come to the surface involve the gen- 
eral question of the subordination of the 
Church to the State. The first pertains to 
the limitation-of the period of office of the 
priesthood ; the second, to the military rights 
of the Bishops; and the third, to the liability 
of the priesthood to do military duty. As to 
the first, in atest case before the court of 
last resort, it was recently decided that a man 
once a priest is always a priest, and that if 
in violation of the discipline of his Church 
he marries, the marriage is invalid and the 
children are illegitimate. So far as it reaches, 
this is a victory for the Church; but the end 
is not yet, for the decision has created so 
much eriticism in some quarters and 
indignation in others, that it is already 
contemplated to meet this complication 
by ter legislation, its advocates claim- 
ing that celibacy is a matter of dis- 
cipline, not of dogma, and that those who 
violate it are not subject to State laws, but 
to the discipline of the Church. In the 
matter of concedinge military honors to a 
Bishop upon his entrance into office, which 
are provided for by a decree of Narorrox's, 
the Church has not been so fortunate. The 
new Bishop of Marseilles insisted upon his 
rights under this decree. The Minister of 
the Interior notified him that he might have 
his military procession as long and as strong 
as he wished it, but that there was another 
old decree forbidding ecclesiastical proces- 
sions, consequently no priests or other 
church dignitaries could follow him. The 
Bishop went to church without either. 

The third question is the most important 
of all, and brings up a point so far-reaching 
in its influences as to involve the whole 
matter of the relations of the Church to the 
State. It has not yet taken the form of a 
direct issue, but it has been clearly stated 
and the result foreshadowed by M. Gam- 
BETTA in his recent speeches. It is nothing 
more nor less than a demand that all candi- 
dates for the Catholic priesthood shall be 
compelled to do one year’s service in the 
army. M. Gamperra claims that the 
Church is keeping 250,000 men of all ages 
in its 50,000 parishes out of the army, 
where their services are needed. Priests and 
monks have been compelled to serve in 
other countries, and GamsrtTta, while he 
thinks that France should not be an p- 
tion, urges that their army service will make 
them patriotic and obedient to the laws of 
the State as well as to those of the Vatican. 
This is the first serious war- note that Gan- 
BETTA has gounded, and that it is a serious 
one and precludes the advent of war may be 
inferred from the following declaration made 
by him in the same connection: “The 
question of the relationship between Church 
and State holds all other questions in suspense. 
When I consider the incessant usurpations 
by Ultramontanes of the prerogatives of the 
State, I have the right to say, The danger 
to society hes here. These are as bold 


words as any that Bismarck has ever uttered, 


and all the bolder and more significant be- 
cause they are uttered in a Catholic State. 
They foreshadow a severer conflict than that 
in Germany, because the power of the Church 
in Pranee is well-nigh absolute in every de- 
partment of social and public life. If it 


subjects of national interest,—the continued 
wismanagement of Indian affairs under the 
agency system, and the rank injustice of the 
Democratic policy of further reducing an 
army that is now inefficient from lack of 
nuin bers.

ers have at no time had more than 14,000 
men, or an average of about one man to 
every 100 square miles in the most danger- 
ous @stricts. Gen. Suna is as familiar 
as any contemporaneous Commander with 
the capabilities of an army, and he asserts 
that there has never been such an 
amount of work imposed upon so small a 
number of men. In the Indian country the 
soldiers do not number as many in hundreds 
as the Indiang number in thousands, and yet, 
as Gen. Suenipan says, the latter arg the 
most acute and wary foe in the worlds.” The 
hostile incursions over the Mexican border 
are also of, a character that demand eternal 
vigilance; the Rio Grande can be forded at 
almost any point along ite entire length, 
and furnishes a ready escape to the Mexican 
and Indian robbers, and yet a mere handful 
of soldiers is expected to pursue and capture 
the raiders and to suppress the raids. In 
view ot such a plain statement of the facts, 
the desperate purpose of the Democrats to 
reduce the army, which they urged with so 
much determination at the last session of 
Cougress and which they will probably ac- 
complish if they succeed to the control of 
both Houses in the next Congress, shows how 
little patriotism there is in that organization. 
Gen. Sunna is of opinion that, so long 
as the advance of emigration and civilization 
continues to demand from the Indians new 
surrender of their lands and desertion of 
their buffalo hunts, Indian wars cannot be 
avoided, for war ie the natural refuge of the 
discontented red man. But he is also of 
opinion that in every instance there need 
be but one war with the tribe that rebels, 
if the Government will adopt the right 
policy. That policy includes the necessary 
military force to strike terror into the hearts 
of the hostiles, and subsequent fairness in 
their treatment. Gen. Saenwan charges 
wretched mismanagement at the Indian 
agencies as the cause of some gf the recent 
outbreaks. He .says that there has been an 
insufficiency of food in many cases, and 
hungry men fight hard for something to eat, 
whether they be Indian or Caucasian. He 
charges also that the traders and contractors 
have been intriguing for changes in 
the reservations in their own in- 
terest, which has led to much trou- 
ble. After fotcing the Indians still 
further back to make room for the ad- 
vance of the white settlementa, the tribes, 
deprived of their hunting-grounds, are be- 
trayed and swindled by the traders or agents 
till they are goaded into hostilities. Then 
the available troops are too limited in num- 
bers either to punish or intimidate, and 
hence the long Indian wars and the constant 
recurrence thereof. It is difficult to decide 
which is the more blameworthy,—the sys- 
tem which, by greed and frand, forces the 
Indians into revolt, or the influence of the 
Democratic pasty which is exerted to keep 
down the army to proportions that are 
necessarily inefficient. 
Gen. Suzratpan’s report ought to be 
studied by every member of Congress who 
is inclined to act from patriotic instead of 
partisan motives, and an impartial eonsidera- 
tion of its statements will lead such men to |

Tracks of a man who bad run barriedly 
away from the house were fresh in the ground, 
and led directly to Borcz's house. The day 
after the murder it was found that Borce and 4 
brother-in-law named Kwal zn, who lived with 
farm-buouse about five 
miles distant. Under the circumstances, both 
Borczy and ENLAR were arrested. The boots 
of the former fitted exactly the tracks in the 
ground. Particles of paper guo-wadding had 
been taken from the wound in Hamm’s head, 
The wadding had been made from a piece of a 
Buffalo German newspaper. A copy of this 
newspaper, witha piece torn off, was found in 
Borce’s possession. Koln had & trunk at 
the farm-house where they had gone. In this 
was found a double-barreled snot-gun recently 
discharged. ‘The men manifested no surprise 
wher arrested, and have refused to say a word 
one way or the other on the subject of the 
crime. 


One of the most extraordinary cases of filial 
affection on record reached its culmination 4 
few days since.

Afterward Levi Benson and CuaRg.es 
PARSONS were arrested and also discharged, 
One year after, CuakLes GILBERT was arrested 
again and convicted of murder in the second 
degree and sentenced to prison for life, and, he 
bas been in confinement ever since-—fourteen 
years. At his trial he clearly proved an alibi, 
and the jury did not think that he actually did 
the deed, but knew who did, hence their verdict 
of murder in the seeond degree. Last week 
Gr.BERT made a statement in which he says 
that, owing-to the death of his father, which 
has recently occurred, he is absulved from 
silence as to his knowledge of the crime, for 
which he has already suffered innocentiy four- 
teen years’ imprisoument. He goes on to say 
that Cnaries Pausons and his (GILprRt’s) 
father committed the murder, and that he kept 
bllent regarding it to save his father from the 
gallows. He says he charged his father with 
the crime at the time, which he did not deny, 
and that subsequently at different times he 
drew from him all the details of the act. His 
statement corroborates in every particular the 
evidenve given at his trial, and is generally be- 


lieved.

WHAT GEN. DEVERAUX HAS TO 
SAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 31.—The report having 
become quite fully circulated that Gen. J. H. 
Devereux, now President of the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis Railroad, 
and Receiver of the Atlantic & Great Wes:ern 
Kailroad, was about to be appointed by Wiiliam 
H. Vanderbilt as General Manager of all the 
Vanderbilt lines extending west of Cleveland, 
your correspondent called at the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati & Iadianapolis office and 
had a short interview with President Devereux 
in regard tothe matter. Of course it is a very 
delicate subject for that gentleman himself to 
speak about, and he was on that account very 
reticent in regard to it, and felt sorry that the 
report had gained circulation. He said that 
nothing of the kind indicated has yet been 
done, and whether there will be 
or not is a matter as yet entirely 
in the fature. He thought probably that Mr. 
Vanderbilt might make some movement lock 
ing toward the centralizing of the management 
of his lines, but what that movement might be 
no one at present knows. 

if such an arrangement is made at all, prob- 
ably no better man could be selected to look 
after it than Gen. Devereux. tHe was for a long 
time connected with the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern Road in one and another high and 
responsible capacity, and understands the inter- 
ests involved in a remarkable degree. He 
understood the necessities that have called for 
the opening up of the various branch roads from 
the main trofk, and would be at home in the 
proposed position. If the new place be tendered 
and is aecepted by Gen. Devereux, 
it will necessitate the entire reorganizatien of 
affairs in railroad circles here. A nevwiPresident 
of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cinci i & In- 
dianapolis will bave to be selected, for it would 
seem that one man would have all be could at- 
tend to properly in the new Vanderbilt position, 
and that great magnate will probably not 
tolerate a manager of bis having anything to do 
with roads. 
It is also rumored that there is to be a change 
of considerable importance in the management 
of the Atiantic & Great Western Road which 
will do away with the Receivershbip. Gen. 
Devereux said that these negotiations 
are going forward as fast as the great 
interests involved will admit, but just what 
these negotiations are cannot be ascertained. 
Adams, Otis, and Russell, attorneys for the 
road, said yesterday that the whole matter is 
simply rumor, but there is evidently a move- 
ment on foot ef which they are either willingly 
or unwillingly not cognizant. This move is to 
lease the road fora considerable period, and 
inaugurate a more vigorous management. It 
has never been so formidable a rival of the 
Lake Shore as its projectors had boped and as 
its importance demands, and the new mauage- 
ment will doubtless bring about a more aggres- 


sive policy.

THE MANHATTAN HAUL. 


Story of the Janitor—Many Details Not Be- 
fore Given in Regard to His Treatment 
by the Burglars. 

New York Tribune, Oct. 29. 

Louis Werckle, the janitor of the Manbattan 
Savings Institution, was detained at the Fif- 
teenth Precinct Police Station until about mid- 
night Sunday. when he was permitted ta,return 
home, Mr. Wereckle was found in hig, dining- 
room at noon yesterday, eating a frugal meal 
with his wife and mother-in-law. He is an un- 
dersized man, of somewhat feeble appearance, 
and his voice trembled as he told the story of 
his adventures with the burglars. It was sub- 
stantially as follows, there being no discrepan- 
cies nor contradictions from beginning to end: 

The door leading into mv hall from the main hall 
is always open during the day, and generally at 
night; that is, it used to be Open during the day 
until last yan soap | when I got a key to it for Mr. 
Meurisse, who sa d he wanted the door kept locked 
so that people couldn’tcome in and look at his 
private business. He asked me for the key some 
1 but I wasn’t able to get it until Saturday. 
Saturday night the door was open, because I Had 
to open it when 1 went up with my family to bed. 
The night watchman always comes up just before 
he leaves the bank, and wakens me and leaves his 
keys. He has a private place where he hange them 
inside my private hall, but notin my room. He 
used to throw them down the grating there (point- 
ing out of a dining-room wipdow), and they would 
strike on the mat and stay there nerally 
until I took them in and hung them up. he grat- 
ing is always locked until | come down; se you see 
they were safe. Buta While ago I asked him to 
leave them 2 because my motber-in-law, 
who ie very old, used to go op metimes and 
bring them in. ana forget where she put them; 
and that made trouble. 

Well, the night watchman" used to come in and 
bang up the keys, and knock on my door, and 1 
knocked back, so as to let him know that I heard 
him. On Sunday morning he did so, and then 
went away. Iam not quite sure of the time, be- 
cause my clock was a little fast sometimes; out I 

rid moved round a little, and then { saw it 
wminutes past 6. Then my feet were a 

little cold, and I got into bed, sitting down and 
utting my legs under the cover to get them warm. 

T thonght I dbeurd my old mother-in- 
law in the dall; but 1 didn’t pay 
any attention, because she was in the habit 
sometimes of getting up and going down-stairs 
before my wife and I did. and then we would find 
her there when we went down. The next thing I 
heard her scream, and the next thing I knew the 
room was fall of men, —I think six or seven, but I 
don't just know how many, because some of them 
were in the hall. They had something over their 
faces to hide them,—handkerchieis they looked 
like, a sort of dirty white; there were holes cut in 
so they could see, but all of their faces except 
their eyes were covered. 

One of the men came up to me and grabbed hold 
of my shoulders—like that. I struck at his face to 
tear away his mask, and then he grabbed me by the 
throat, and pressed me back im the bed, and pulied 
the pillow over my face so as to smother me 
almost. He held it down tigat. and all the time 
pressed my throat with bis fist. I strug- 
gied as hard as | could; but two men took 
hold of my arms—juet so—and put handcnffs on 
them. I suppose it was two men, for it felt as if 
there were more than two hands, and all the time 
the frst man held my threat and kept the pillow 
over my face. Then I pushed my head from under 
the pillow, and saw a tol pointed at my eve, and 
the man who held it said. D— you. if you 
make g noise I'l] shoot you.” Then I knew I must 
keep@uiet or tney would zill me.

ne of them saw my handcuffs and took a key out 
of his pocket to yon them, but found it would not 
it; they were of in old-fashioned kind, which was 
used along time ago, se he sent over to head- 
quarters fora key, and they were taken off. One 
of the gentiemen—I forget whether he was a po 
liceman in uniform or not—went up-stairs with me 
and tried to take the handcuffs off my wife's 
hands, but neither of the keys would ft.

a. m. in this city. The projectors appear to think 
that enough oppertunities to trade do not exist 
under present arrangements. 

We are now op the first edge of the few months 
usually regarded as the winter packing season. We 
enter that period with some 75,000 bris old pork, 
and not far from 30, 000 tes lard, and a liberal sup- 
ply of meats. Prices are already down to about 
the lowest point on product, though hogs have sold 
lower in this city than now. But not much. It is 
reported that our packers cau now contract for a 
winter's supply of bogs at $2.75 per 100 lbs gross, 
while $2.62% was a low figure in the days before 
the War, when quotations had not been sent kiting 
up by the war premium on gold. It now looks 
as if a good many people bad ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the bottom 
has been reached at last. There were some buying 
orders for pork and lard on the floor yesterday and 
Wednesday, from the country and Fastward, ana 
itis likely that buyers for consumption will take 
hold freely when they see that prices are not de- 
clining further. The deal has really been a misera- 
ble one for Wo or three weeks past. Lard was 
less salable in the neighborhood of 6c than it haa 
been at 7c, and pork at $7.00 per bri was a drug. 
It is a long lane that has no turning. however, 
and maybe tue turn has come at last, thougn the 
stocks are large yet, andtheir weight must be felt 
for a long time to come. 

The receipts of wheat keep up toa much larger 
volume than was expected. St. Louis reported 
99,000 bu yesterday. The receipts here are much 
larger than in any previous year, though not so 
great now asa few weeks ago. 

The ae produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday. isions were stronger, in sympathy 
with more firmness in hogs. Wheat advanced in 
the early part of the day; rye was steidy, and oth- 

in easier. There was more doing in ship- 

ts, but the greater part of the corn arranged 

to be forwarded seemed to be delivered on October 

contracts. Thefeeling was more stable all round, 

with less disposition to sel] short either in grain or 
provisions. 

In the dry-goods market little change was ob- 
servable. There was a liberal demand for flan- 
nels, ‘woolens,’ hosiery, and winter goods gener- 
aliy, while other lines were quiet, as is usual at 
this time of the year. Groceries were in good re- 
quest, and were generally firm. Coffees, rice, 
sirups, molasses, spices, and soaps were held at 
full figures. Sugars remain easy. There was no 
marked change in the butter and cheese markets. 
Trade remains very slack, and prices are weak all 
around. Dried fruits were quoted fairly active, 
and most varieties werefirm, Raisins were weak. 


Fish continue to meet with a good demand at very ö 


full prices. There were no price- changes in 
leather, baggtng, tobacco, coal, and wood. Oils, 
paints, and colors were quoted as before. 

The cargo lumber market was quiet and un- 
changed. The docks were almost bare of cargoes. 
At the yards a fair business is going on at the cur- 
rent prices. Consideraole lumber is expected here 
im the next ix weeks, and the fact that the season 
is so near the end has no bracing effect on the mar- 
ket for any of the ordinary grades. Wool was 
steady and rather quiet. Broom-corn continues in 
good demand and easy under liberal offerings. 
Seeds were steadier under a rather better demand, 
with limited offerings. Hay was unchanged. The 
call for potatoes was again good, and choice lots 
brought full prices, while ordinary stock was easy. 
the supply being abundant. Poultry was weak, 
the street being overstocked. 

Lake freights were fairly active and stronger at 
the asking rate of Wednesday, 3%c being paid 
for corn by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken for 
20, 000 bu wheat, 229, 000 bu corn, 48, 900 bu oats, 
and 24,000 bu barley. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 los on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which §ncludes meats.

A CARD FROM PROF. J. C. WEBSTER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Wuzaton, II., Oct. 26.—It is not agreeable to 
me to attract ‘public attention to myself. But 
there is one point in connection with my retire- 
ment from Wheatog College respetting which, in 
the opinion of judicious friends, lowe to myself 
an explanation. Therefore, having no organ of 
my Own, I crave an extension of your indulgence, 
for which I am already under mach obligation. 

It is generally known that I refused a gratuity of 
$1,000 voted me by the Trustees, but the reason 
of my refusal ie not so well understood. And I 
am still not unfrequentiy aexed, *‘ Was not some- 
thing better than nothing?” If a robber should 
offer a small portion of his ‘ll-gotien gaine which 
he had forced from you, would you not accept it? 
Such questions seem plausibie. 

Let it be born in mind, however, that, so far as 
the publicly-expressed opinion of the President of 
the College had any influence, my reputation, at 
the time, was suffering from what I then believed, 
and has since been declared by a large and influen- 
tial Ecclesiastical Council, as his most wanton and 
crue! slander, and for which I had previously ap- 
peaied in Vain to the Trustees for redress. They 
had also gefused to allow me any portion of the in- 
come of & fund, the larger part of which bad been 


given them with the expressed wish of the donors 


that I should have some benefit of it so long ae ] need- 
edit. There were members of the Board in whose 
opinion a reasonable portion of that income, as a 
matter of equity and justice, beionged to me. 
But they were overruled, and it was vated, as a 
matter af 2 to give me 81. 000. to be raised by 
subscription. he President said be would give 
$50 of it out of his own pocket. Still, when the 
first instalimeut was presented me by Treasur- 
er, he will remember that I expre Teadiness 
to take it if I could be allowed to give A receipt for 
so much of what was due. His reply was. It 
must be taken under the vote. and be hoped I 
would so receive. it. Then I said: *‘ Under the 
circumstances I cannot take it. 
Now. I ask, what man with any self-respéct 
could bave done otherwise? What! receive a char- 
ity from those who would despoil me of my 
name’? I would sooner subject myself t the hum- 
blest toil, or beg my bread from door to door. Was 
I to have it sald that I was living on the charity of 
my tradue@r and his accompli¢tes? The very prop- 
osition I looked upon as an insult, the nature 
of which made it seemed not 
morally w discern. Nor dy 
any could I take «a gift from a 
robber, if, by so doing, I must in any way com- 
promise myself, or concede his right to, his spoil, 
and thus ome a partaker of his crime and de- 
bar myéelf from any possibility of future in- 
demnifcation. .

Quarters. 


Departare of the Falcon, Lake Freights, and l- 
merous Notes of Interest. 


THE LATE DISASTROUS STORMS, 

The present fall is conceded by mariners to be 
the stormiést season encoantered for years. On 
Lake Michigan alone there bas been more bad 
weather to the square mile thanis consistent with 
safety or comfort. The prevalence of southeasters 
is remarkable, and is accounted for by one ola 
weather-sbarp by thé fact that it was *‘a-howlin’ ” 
from that quarter on the day the sun crossed the 
line. Bat let the windcome from what quarter it

What at the south end of the lake is half a gale 
with rain-drift becomes at the north end a whole 


gale with snow-drift.

The echr Norman arrived here yesterday minus 
her foretopmast, lost in a snow-squall in Manito- 
woc Bay Wednesday night. 

The steam-barge Huron City’s engines became 
disabled on Lake Erie Sanday night, and she sprung 
aieak, and * into Sandusky, where she was strip- 
ped and laid up. 

The tug Jessie has left Windsor for Goderich to 
releace the sehr M. C. Cameron from the beach at 
that place. 

During the enow-storm of Monday lat at the 
other end of Lake Michigan the tag Bismarck ran 
into North Bay for shelter, while the Favorite 
dodged about the bluffs of Door County, near Port 
du Mort, fora few hours, and then came to an 
anchor near Plum Island, where one of her barges, 
the Planet, struck and had a hole knocked into 
her. Steady work at the pumpe kept her afloat 
until she reached this port yesterday morning. 
She is at Miller Bros’. dry-docks for repairs. 

The schr Magic, beached eight miles south of 
Pentwater, Mich., Monday night, was going 40 
pieces at last accounts. She ie a small vessel of 
eighty-nine tons, and hailed from ne. Her 
value was about $600, and she was built at Mani- 
towoc in 1853. 

The Chicago tug Hayden reached Saginaw all 
rigtit, but is reported to have lost a scow that she 
had in tow, a recent blow on Lake Huron carrying 
it away. Alex McLane, the engineer who atcom- 
panied the tug down the lake, has arrived back.

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REDUCING EXPENSES; 
OR, THB EXTRAVAGANCE OF KERN. 

The Committee on Public Service met yesterday 
to tix the salaries of the county employes for the 
coming yéar, and were in session all day. They 
first discussed the proposition to reduce the pay of 
the Depoty Sheriffs, but, it being suggested that the 
number might be reduced and the pay maintained, 
they adjourned to meet the Judges of the Circnit 
Court to talk with them. 

About fifteen minutes before 2 o'clock Commis- 
sioners Fitzgerald, Ayars, Boese, and Bradley filed 


into Judge Farweli’s room, looking as though they 
had a load on their minds. Judge Farwell was 
resent, and in a few moments Judges Rogers, 
th, and Williams dropped in, and took seats 
with an air of expectation. 

Commissioner Fitzgerald said that the Commit- 
tee on Public Service had been delegated to visit 
the Judges of the Circuit Court and ask them 
about the advisability of cntting down tbe num 
ber of Deputy Sheriffs in the Sheriff's office, and 
also reducing the number of the bailiffs, There 
were at present twelve Deputy Sheriffs for city 
duty and four for the outside towns, the former 
receiving $2,000 a year apiete. He thought the 
number of deputies could de cut down 
to six at $2.000 a year, and then, if necessagy, 
hire others for extra work at the rate of $1, 
perannum each. From bis observation he thought 
that four or five of the deputies did ai) the busi- 
ness, and the rest sat around and smoked. Some 
of the deputies had to bave a horse and buggy, and 
they were obliged to give bonds, so that for the 
working ones $2,000 each was little enough. 

Judge Booth suggested that the Judges could 
only say as to the number to ointed—ther 
County 
salaries. 

Judge Farwell said that the troublé of cutting 
down might be obviated in thie way. The County 
Board could say there should be a certain number 
of deputies at $2,000 each and aff the rest at $1. - 
000, or they could be graded so eath classe should 
receive a certain amount. As soon as a new Sheriff 
came in, if the present number of deputies was re- 
duced, he would ask to de allowed an increase. 

Commissioner Fitzgefald inquired whether the 
volume of litigation was increasing. 

Judge Booth said it was not. e had looked at 
the Law Bulletin frequently, and it showed that 
sometimes there were only’ three or four suits a 
day in each of the Circuit and Superior Courts. 

Some talk then followed as to the wer of the 
Commissioners to grade the Deputy Sheriffs’ Wil- 
aries, but all agreed it could be done. 

Commissioner Ayars, from his own experience 
as deputy, said the office could be run with a far 
less number. 

Judge Rogers 1 2 that the County Com- 
missioners should fix the salaries now, and grade 
the deputies, and then after the new Sheriff was 
elected that the Committee on Public Service of 
the Board, the Judges, and the Sheriff should meet 
and decide on the number. In that way the Judges 
would not be = in the position of reducing the 
force now and they being obliged to raise it again. 
and yet a large amount could be saved to the 


County Treasury. 
Tue question of reducing the number of bailiffs 
then came up, but the Judges were all of the 
opinion that the coufte could not be satisfactorily 
run with fewel without causing vexatious delays 
at times in the services of subpmoaas. Ju 
Rogers also said he thought at least eight bailiffs 
were necessary in the Criminal Court, as two or 
three were needed before the Grand Jury, and as 
many more to stay all the time in court to take 
charge of juries, etc. 
The sociable then broke up, with the understand- 
that there was to be a serious cut in the salaries 
of deputies, even if the number was not reduced. 
The Committee subsequently agreed to recom- 
mend the estions of the Judges to the Board 
Monday, which is cutting off five deputies, or a 
saving of $10,000. The number of bailiffs was 
not interfered With. but their pay was cut down 
from $1,200 two $1,000 per year. The Sheriff's 
chief clerk's pay was reduced from $1,750 
to $1, „ and his two assistants were left 
as before, — 1. 200 each. The Jailer's pay was re- 
duced from JOU to $1, 800, the Assistant Jailer 
from $1, 200 to $1,000. and the Jail Clerk from 
$1, 500 to $1. 200. and the watchmen and janitors 
were cut from $75 to $70 per month; and, last but 
not least, the allowance for dieting prisoners was 
reduced from 35 to 25 cents per day. If the report 
10 concurred in, the total saving next year over 
Kern's expenses the past vear will not be less than 
, 000, there can be no better answer to bis 
claim that he has been an economical officer than 
these figures. They more than sustain all the 
charges made by Tur Trisuns about hie extrava- 
ce, and give the public an idea of what the 
nty Board can do if it is inclined to, 
and what the, Sheriff's Office'can be tun for with 
judicious management. In the other offices no 
material reductions were made. The State’s- 
Attorney's short-hand reporter was reduced from 
$1,500 two $1,200, and the work on the county 
atlas was ordered suspended. It remain# to be 
seen whether the report will be adopted or not, 
and it is safe to say Kern will do what he can 
against it.

JEREMIAH KENNEDY. 
TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday morning the 
trial of Jeremiah Kennedy for the murder of his 
wife wa resumed. The County Physician was 
first called to the witness stand, and testified that 
the deceased woman died of hemorrhage of the 
lungs, caused by 8 pistol wound. This ended the 
evidence for the prosecution. 

For the defense the first wituess was Ernest 
Schultz, who described the location of the premises 
where the killing occurred. 

Mrs. Schroeder, wife of a saloon-keeper near 
the house of Kennedy. testified that the prisoner 
had been in the saloon, but she had never scen him 
drink anything. ° 

Michal Canty testified that he had known the 
prisoner for five years. He had never known him 


would sometimes act as if he were crazy. He 
worked in a packing‘house with the witness, and 
upon one occasion he saw him lying on the floor 
and acting as if suffering from great pain. He al- 
ways thought that his mind was unsound at times. 
He was a hot-headed, passionate man, and when 
angry appeared crazy, but at other simes he seemed 
like other people. 

F. J. Bills testified that he had seen the prisoner 
in jail, and bad heard him say that he believed his 
wife was alive and woula recover. The prisoner 
told h that she was of ill-repute, and talked 
about his relatives trying to poison bim. The wit- 
ness thought the prisoner was demented. 

Daniel Carroll testified that be had known the 
prisoner twenty-two years, and thought him a 
moderately temperate man. He had never seen 
him under the influence of liquor more than three 
or four times. The prisoner had always labored 
under the delusion that 

EVERYBODY WAS TRYING TO POISON HIM. 
He continually complained of pain in his head, 


also an affection of the spine. Witness had seen 
him nave sudden spasms of pain, during which he 
bent himeelf var | double and swung his arms 
wildly: about, aud then he would suddenly 
quiet down and walk away witnout § sav- 
ing 4 word to anybody. The wit- 
ness had regarded him as partially insane 
for some years. When they were younger they 
were warm friends, and Kennedy was exceedingly 
sociable. But after returning from the War he 
seemed to be changed. He was gloomy and easily 
excited. He talked ofteu about people trying to 
poison him, and said that evervbouy was down un 
him. When the witness contradicted him he.woula 
et into a passion and walk off greatly excited. 
le was always willing to work, but seldum stayed 
in one place long, for he would get an idea that the 
bosses and men were down ou him, and he would 
get right uv and leave the job that he was on. Be- 
fore the War he was a powerfully- built young man. 
of amiabie disposition. a full, healthy color in his 
face, but now he was altogether different. 
Mrs. James Larmon testified tust Mary Kennedy 
‘came to work for her in 1857, and lived with ber 
eleven years. Last winter she came again to the 
witness to live with her as a servant, her husband 
having left her. Mrs. Kennedy was a patient. 
docile, amiable woman, and was afraid of her hus- 
band. She had told the witness that she was afraid 
her husband would kill her. Last winter the hus- 
band of the witifese procured Kennedy a 22 
in the Northwestern depot, and with his first 
wages he bought a pistol. Mrs. Kennedy brought 
it to the witness in great alarm. Once, after- 
wards, Kennedy and Mre. Kennedy stayed at the 
house of the witness, and one evening Mrs. Ken- 
nedy came to her and said she had found a razor 
under her hasband’s pillow, and a note threaten- 
Ping to kill her. At that ume he was in poor health 
and not working. The witneks was greatly inter- 
ested in Mre. Kennedy because of her excellent 
disposition and character. She thought Mrs. Ken- 
nedy had some money, as sbe was an economical 
woman. Ou one occasion the witness had paid 
her $450 at once. that being the amount of wages 
due. Last July Mary came to the witness and told 
her that Jerry had bought another pistol, and was 
going to kill her. That was the last time that she 
saw ber, and a few days later the witness read a 
notice of the murder in the morning papers. 

Hannah Ransford testified that she had known 
the prisoner twenty-three years. Before the War 
he was 

“a PERFECT GENTLEMAN” 

by dress and appearance, but when he returned he 
was — The prisoner had accused the witness 
af poisoning bim. He used to drink sweet oil for 
an antidote. One of his illusions was that the 
whole city was coming after him te catch him, and 
he thought the peopie were coming down through 
the ceiling, and he had a clothes-line all ready to 
climb out of the window and escape. 

Frank J. Mussey, clerk in a drug-store in tue vi- 
cinity of Kennedy's house, testified that tne pris- 
oner had come to him several times, apparentiy in 
a fit, throwing up his hands and seeming to be out 
of his head. The witness gave him external appli- 
cations on the back of his neck, which felieved 
him. Once the prisoner came to him to get some 
e to write to the priests. 

Thomas B. Kay knew 1 five years ago. 
and had never seen him drinking liquor. 
years ago, when working in a packing-house, he 
and his fellow-workmen found Kernedy lying o 
some bags frothing at the mouth, aud his eyes wer 
wide open and fixed, and his face perfectiy color- 
less. Frequently the witness had heard Kennedy 
talk about other men coming to see hie wife, and 
threatening to kill them, and wanting to borrow a 
gun t shoot the woman and the men coming after

en months sne hved next doof to him, and 

paw him drank.

Patrick Groghan had known the prisoner about 
twenty vears. He had noticed a change in Jerry 
for the last six or seven years. He had come to 
the conclusion that the prisoner was not in his right 
mind. He was always damning the priests aud 
calling them rogues. 

Ernest M rmick, nephew of Kennedy, living 
in Sandusk „„ testified that the prisioner had 
visited his mother’s house in Sandusky twice, ten 
months about ten years ago and four monthe five 
years ago. At the last visit the prisoner had told 
the wtness that he had been poisoned by his wife's 
people; also that he had many enemies in Chicago 
who had gotten him out of positions that he held. 
The prisoner would get up at night and ran ont of 
doors to the gate in his night-clothes. Once the 
witness found him tying on the grass at the side of 
the house ina drizzling rain. He threaiened to 
kill his wife and his sister. He also had a habit of 
strapping his razor on his boot much 
oftener than would be required for shav- 
ing purposes. He aleo chased his sister 
out of the house, brandishing a kufe. When 
he left Sandusky bis mother gave him’ money 0 
pay bis fare to Chicago, a suit of clothes, and 
packed up a quantity of things to help him and his 
wife in housekeeping.

In- 
specter Prussing pominated Mr. Alfred Kirk, at 
present in the South Division High-School, After 
some discussion as to the relative claims of the two 
candidates, Inspector Prussing withdrew Mr. 
Kirk’s name in deference to he showing made in 
favor of Miss McCarthy's promotion. Several 
members were unprepared to vote on the question, 
however, and, on motion of Inspector Stone, the 
matter was deferred until the next meeting. 

Inspector Bartlett offered a resolution instruct- 
ing tne Committee on Text-Books and Course of 
Stady, in conjunction with the Saperintendent, to 
report on the desirability, if any, of a modifica- 
tion in the present ontline of instructions in the 
Primary and Grammar Schools. Some little dis- 
cussion was had, in the course of which Iuspector 
Prussing made it evident that he wanted no modi- 
fications, the Superintendent that he thought it 
well to profit by the discussions on the subject of 
courses of study now going on in the East, ana In- 
spector English that he was emphatically in favor 
of lopping off the excrescences, otherwise, known 
asthe ‘* gingerbread” studies, now embodied in 
the course of studies here and elsewhere.

A NEW ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


The Electro-Dynamic Light Company Ready 
to Commence Operations. 
New York Times, 0@. 30. 

An interesting exhibition of a new electric 
light was given by the Electro-Dyhamic Light 
Company yesterdav afternoon, at tbe corner of 
Elm and Walker streets. The new lignt is the 
invention of W. E. Sawyer, of this city, and Al- 
bon Man, of Brooklyn. Itisa very simple af- 
fair, consisting of a small pencil of carbon a 
little larger thay an ordinary pia, connected by 
wires with an electric machine and inclosed in a 
hermetically sealed,giass globe, which is filled 
with pure nitrogen gas. ‘The pencil of carbon is 
heated by the electric current to a temperature 
of from 80,000 to 50,000 degrees Fauren- 
heit, in an atmosphere with which it 
cannot chemically conrbine. The 
is practigally indestructible, and the 
licht is theretore produced without any con- 
sumption of material. In the experiments made 
yesterday five lights were placed in different 
parts of the darkened room, and all connected 
by wires with a small. Hochhausen electric-ma- 
chine in au anjoining room. A simple key was 
placed in que of three ordinary keyholes in one 
of the walls and turned a little. Two of the 
burners attached to a hanging chandelier in the 
centre of the room immediately glowed faintly, 
and, as the key was turned still further around, 
the glow increased, until a brilliant and per- 
fectly steady white light was obtained, equal to 
the nent of twelve ordinary gas-jets. The key 
was then turned in apother of the keyholes, apd 
another of the lamps was “ lich up.“ 2 
the same way the fourth and fifth burners were 
ignited, and there resulted an exceedingly briil- 
iant white light, yet so soli and steady that 
it did not“ pain the eyes. The lights 
were easily turned to any desired degree 
of brilliancy, from that of a mere spark to a 
light of six times the intensity of the common 

as-jet,—that being the maximum power of the 
guts in use yesterday. The Company asserts 
its ability to easily fit up lights equal to thirty 
gas-burners. By a very simple “switch “ in the 
wall'the current of electricity is divided and sub- 
divided to supply any number of burners de- 
sired, the electricity reaching the switch from 
the generator through a single wire. The light 
is turned on or off, or regulated to any degree, 
merely by turning a key which operates the 
switch. 

Messrs. Sawyer and Man have recently taken 
out a number of patents covering all the points 
of their new invention, which are now the prop-
